miscellaneous goods used for concealing the said watches 
should not be confiscated under section 118 and 119 of 
Customs Act 1962. 

3. The said Shri Dinesh Kumar has nol availed of the 
opportunity provided lo him vide the above said notification. 
I, therefore, treat the watches to have been smuggled and 
bnndoncd to escape the clutches ol the Law by Shri Dinesh 
Kumar,

(i) CRO.', SdD Indian ?■>•,!, it Order:,- for the prescribed 
fee. — All Pivmii Orders should b'.ar the signature of (he issuing 
Post Master and a clear stamp of the issuing Post Office.
